Some of the 
papers discussing this 
question have instituted 
a comparison between the law-abiding 
character of the Church of Rome and 
the lawlessness of the Church of Eng- 
land. It is not my business to imvite 
you to investigate the causes which 
make for lawlessness in the Church of 
England. [| am not here to diagnose 
the spiritual state of health in the 
Establishment. On the contrary, it is 
my pleasing duty to point out to: you 
the chief causes whieh account for the 
law-abiding character of the Catholic 
Church, whose children it is our proud 
boast to be. The Catholic holds pos- 
session of an antiseptic against the 
moral decay, lawlessness. This anti- 
septic to which I refer is Papal in- 
fallibility, or the final and infallible 
utterance of Christ’s Vicar upon earth 
in determining the right interpreta- 
tion to be put upen the word of reve- 


lation when discussions concerning it, 


arise among the children of men. 
The Nature of Faith. 

In discussing religious questions we 
must steadily keep in view the fact 
that religion belongs to the realms of 
faith. St. Chrysostom, if my memory 
serves me right, says somewhere that 
our Lord established His religion on 
faith. that it might be beyond the 
reach of mere human argument in its 
attempts to overthrow it. And 
further, what pray is it but accepting 
on the authority of another what we 
cannot ourselves prove? Faith is hu- 
man and divine. ‘It is called human 
when the authority on which we lean 
is human only. It is called divine when 
the authority on which we lean is 
itself divine or invested with. divine

I wish to point out that a 
characteristic difference between hu- 
man and divine faith is just this—- 
that whereas our assent to what we 
accept on human authority is usually 
conditional, reserved and revocable; 
our assent, on the contrary, to what 
we hold on divine authority is uncon- 
ditional, absolute and final. The rea- 
son of this differefice in the strength 
of our certainty is the difference in 
the strength of the motive which 
elicits the assent:” In human faith, 
authority being merely human, error 
or deception may enter in. In divine 
faith there is no possibility of the 
speaker either deceiving or being de- 
ceived. Catholic faith, being the ex- 
pression of divine faith, rests upon 
authority which is absolute and final, 
and consequently in the Catholic 
Chureh there is no room for lawless- 
ness. 

Divine faith is belief In what God 
has revealed. Catholic faith is belief 
in what God has revealed and what 
the Church, in the exercise of her in- 
fallible authority, has proposed as 
divinely revealed to the faithful. For 
Catholic faith itself two things are 
necessary: first, that the article of 


faith should be divinely revealed, and, 


secondly, that it should be proposed 
as such to the faithful. Hence every 
article of Catholic faith-is divinely re- 
vealed, though every article of divine 
revelation is not an article of Catholic 
faith till it is promulgated as such. 
Not Personal Sinlessness of the Pope. 

Before telling you what Papal In- 
fallibility is, it is my duty to tell you 
what it is not. .The doctrine of Papal 
Infallibility as defined by the Vatican 
Council does not enter into nor touch 
the Pope’s personal or private life. It 
has nothing to do with his personal or

Ancient Hebrew City Uncovered. 


It is reported from Hebron that Dr. 
W. F. Albright; of the American 
School of Oriental Research, and Prof. 
Kyle, for the Xenia Theological Sem. | 
nary, who are excavating at Tell-el- | m 
Mirsim, the site of Kiryath Sepher, | 
mentioned in Josua, have discovered | 
large walls, Canaanite and Isreelish, | 
in well-preserved condition. The’ 
height of the walls is forty feet and | 
the width from ten to fourteen feet. 
The walls contain gates, towers and 
ramparts. Grain stores, wells and | 
ajueducts have been revealed. | 

The ruins give a complete descrip-. 
tion of the history of this city from 
#,000 to 600 B. C. The discovery is 
unique of its kind of excavations con- 
ducted until now in Palestine.

They believed 
and taught that St. Peter was the 
Roek (that is to say, St. Peter's Pri- 
macy, or the Pctrine Office) upon 
which Our Lord built His Church. 
They found the doctrine in their New 
Testament and in the tradition of 
their forefathers. Canon Hunt would 
have done better to leave St. Chrysos- 
tom and St. Augustine alone, inas- 
much as they and the early Fathers 
regarded schism, that is, separation 
from the Apostolic See, as St. Augus/ 
tine calls the See of Rome, as a most 
grievous crime. “Whosoever,” says 
St. Augustine, “is separated from the 
Catholi¢ Church, however laudably 
he thinks he {fs living, yet for this 
crime alone that he is severed from 
Christ’s unity he shall not have life, 
but the wrath of God abideth in him.” 
(Ep. exli. 38).
